The question of taking care of the 
unemployed does not seem to be SO 
much of a problem in the Capital a's 
it does in other cities of the 
size. Of the nearly half-million 
population of Washington, only 
about 3,500 or 3,000 are eligible for 
membership in Mr. i.edoux's P, U. 
O. (for unemployed only) Club. 
If we are not mistaken, only one 
man in the District of Columbia 
is involuntarily idle, and Washington 
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few if any jobs are open outside the 
Civil Service, and to qualify for 
these one must first pass a Civil 
Service examiution. This may be a 
hard winter for some, but unfailing 
indications point to the early dawn 
of better times.

Jean-Marie La Fonta, who in the 
preceding year, had received minor 
orders, subdeaconship and deaoon 
ship, was consecrated a priest 00 
the Feast of St. Peter and Paul, by 
Cardiual Audrieu, in the uiagnifl- 
oent piunatial Church of Bordeaux 
in France. 

He went through the ceremony 
of ordination without the slightest 
difficulty, and with an ease and 
recollection that excited the 
admiration of all present. Thanks 
to Father Isais, his teacher aud 
director, be was able to pronounce 
every word of the Mass without 
omittiug a siugle one. At the con* 
seoreation, his utterance synchron- 
ised perfectly with the words of the 
celebrant Cardinal Andrieu; nor 
was there the slightest deviation 
from or hesitation in tbe various 
movements prescribed by the cere 
mouial. In brief, there was au 
irreproachable exactness and preci- 
sion in the whole course of the 
sacred rite, which was so remark- 
able that part of the congregation 
was unaware that one of tbe piiests 
was a deaf mute. 

The Surperior General, Father 
Maubon had come on from Pails to 
extend to the new piiest aud to his 
entire family assembled in the 
ohurch, the congratulation, wbieh 
for many reasons, they so richly 
deserved. He spoke for tbe Cou 
gregatiou of the Assumption both 
past and present. 

Madame La Fonta, whoso uutir 
ing perseverance and heroic devoted - 
uess to her son during every day of 
her life made her the obief wonder- 
worker in this prodigy, which is 
absolutely without a precedent in 
the bistoy of the Church, occupied, 
as was her undisputed right, the 
first place iu the congregation which 
assisted at the ceremony. And one 
may well imagine with what 
emotion, — indeed, she oeuld scarce- 
ly restrain it, — she followed one 
after another the different phtases 
of the liturijical ceremony. Around 
her were her children and ber 
£i and children, besides other re 
latives: M aud Mme. Maurice La 
Fonta and their children; M. J. La 
Fonta; M. aud Mme. de Chauusc 
and two of their children; M. aud 
Mme. Beeheau; M. F. de Lanet; 
Count Raymond Paiier de Wolod 
kowicz, and Madame Charles Du 
vergier. Father Fonta's old pro 
feasor, M. Pabble Chalier was also 
there, as were M. Gagnebin who 
prepared him for the baccalaureate, 
and Mme. Marie Borderie, Father 
La Fonta's nurse. The Sisters of 
Charity of Nevers came with a de 
legation of deaf mute girls, and the 
Institute of the rue de Marseilles 
was represented by its Direetor and 
a number of deaf-mute boys. 

At tbe conclusion of the cere 
inony, the Cardiual conversed a 
long time with the new priests aud 
expressed to Father La Fonta the 
intense joy he experienced in hav 
ing raised him to the priesthood. 
When the newly ordained came in 
a bony to give their blessing, tears 
flowed from every eve as Father La 
Fonta laid his consecrated bauds on 
his mothei's head. At noon the 
whole community of the rue Pas- 
teur, the ladies of Saint-Maur, par- 
ticipated in the family feast which 
Mme. La Fonta had spread for them. 
The most thrilling moment was 
yet to come: tbe First Mass which 
was celebrated ou tbe following day, 
at 8 o'clock, in the chapel of the rue 
Pasteur, at Cauderan. The Rev- 
erend Father Maubon was the as 
sistaut priest, and M. Maurice La 
Fonta served the Mass. 

During three quarters of an hour 
or theieabouts, a feeling of awe aud 
wonder took possesion of the little 
assembly, while the new priest went 
thought the august ceremonies with 
perfect self-possession; articulating 
all the prayers in the most Irrepro- 
achable manner. 

Not one word was lost by the he- 
arers. At the Communion, Mme. 
La Fonta and her chilben first kne- 
lt at the Holy Table and then all 
the rest followed. 

After tbe Mass tbe new priest re- 
jolted the usual prayer In French at 
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Assutaptioo and of 
wer» prw^ut in the 
chapel. He almost suug as*** told 
the marvellous story of love nui 
grace that had begun at the very 
beginning of Father La Fonta's life 
aud which had uow reached its 
glorious culmination. It was a 
miracle of the love of God and the 
Blessed Virgin; a miracle of good- 
ness, on tbe part of the Church ; of 
the Sovereign Pontiff ; of His Era- 
iueuce the Cardinal of Bordeaux; 
of tbe Saint of the family, Father 
La Fonta's slater, Jeanne-Em- 
manuel who, from her throne iu 
heaven, bad been guidiug ber be- 
loved brother; a miracle, finally of 
a mother's love which had never 
despaired of accomplishing her ap- 
paieutly unrealizable hope; and 
also a miracle of heroic persever- 
ance on the part of the new priest 
himself. 

Father La Fonta now celebrates 
Mass every day iu one chapel or an- 
other so as to give communion to 
his numberless frieuds and 
benefactors: all eager for that 
happiness. His con ft dunce in- 
creases every day, and the assistant 
priest is now merely an onlooker. 
He rarely goes beyoud foity five 
minutes, ab amictu ad amicum, 
namely from the time he arrives in 
in tbe sacristy till he lays aside the 
vestments. His observance of all 
the oeremouies is perfect. 

It is unnecessary to state that 
this extraordinary ordination was 
the great event of Bordeaux, and 
has made the heart of many a deaf- 
mute throb with hope. In a few 
days. I shall accompany Father 
La Fouta to tbe Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes iu the rue de Marseilles 
where he will be presented to Don 
Jaime, tbe second son of Alphousus 
XIII of Spaiu. Tbe Prince is a 
deaf mute. — A. Desprex, in the 
Echo de FatniUe.

We can all re- 
joice that at last the barriers have 
been lifted and let as hope that it 
will not be long before we see a 
deaf-mute of our own country, in e- 
very way worthy, raised to the sub- 
lime office of the priesthood.

Besides the letter, Mrs. Colby has 
sent several souvenirs in my cam to 
be distributed among her numer- 
ous friends. Every one L'ot their 
present except Mrs. A. B. Davis, 
of this city. I could not locate her. 
If she communicates with me after 
reading tbis, I will gladly forward 
it to her. The presents are all 
from Bermuda and very bcauti 
ful:— 

September 20, 1921. 
Dear Detroit Folks :— Sailed 
from New York dock Saturday, Au- 
gust 13th, passed through the bay, 
and then the quiet hours on the 
broad Atlantic. 

At sea all day Sunday, and ar- 
rived in Bermuda, Monday mid- 
night, and somewhat glad to get on 
I md. We took a drive to Il.nnil 
ton (Capital), and on our return 
stopped en-route at Crystal. They 
have several excursions to the sea 
gardens.by molorboat, a trip of five 
miles which was delightful. 

From the steamer we embarked 
in glass bottomed boats and viewed 
what they call the sunmarine 
gardens, where coral reefs were in 
abundance. We also visited the 
quaint old 1 61 h century St. George's, 
which also had boat trip to St. 
David's Lighthouse, and where 
we get an extensive view of all the 
islands and bays, and of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. 

Bermuda is tbe fairest Isle of all 
the Southern Seas, and is one of 
Somer's Islands, a gronp in the At- 
lantic Ocean, the seat of a British 
Colony about 600 miles, east from 
Cape Hatteras on the American 
Coast. Snuggled as they are with 
in a curve of tbe Gulf Stream. 

We noticed the Inlands were 
wholly composed of a white granu- 
lar limestone, which was very bard 
and firm. The surface soil is curi- 
ous kind ot ted earth, we saw sever- 
al youngsters making mud [ties 
that looked more like red bricks. 
No fresh water is found. The na- 
tives use the rain water, which 
they save and preserve in tanks. 
The shores are fingered with the 
mangrove and the prickly pear 
grows abundantly. The citron, 
sour orange, and lemon grow 
wild. But the apple and peach are 
not much of a success. 

Tbe woods are thick with cur- 
rants, raspberries and gooseberries. 
We fell In love with the Bermuda 
lilies and oleanders. The birds 
are beautiful and such a variety of 
colors. 

The caves were a wonderful 
sight. Glad we did not miss see 
ing them. Ants are plentiful and 
goldfish swarm in the ditches. 

The Bermuda Hotel is the Gibral- 
tar of tbe West. It is on Rose Hill, 
100 feet above the sea. Built of 
white limestone. The streets of 
St. George's are narrow and the 
drainage bad 

Have already visited several is- 
lands—The Mainland, St. George's, 
St. David's, Somerset and Ireland 
Island. 

Arrived in Porto Rico Island, 
September 10th. It is about 
seventy miles, east from Hayti Is- 
land, and its general appearance is 
very beautiful. San Juan Bant.lsta 
is the capital. 

Trees loaded with flowers and 
tree ferns were just beautiful to 
look at as they were so large. The 
natives are descendants of Moorish 
Jews and of tbe Canary Islands. 

At Gurabo, on the bank of the 
Rio Grande de Loiza, there Is a 
curious rude stone monument, on 
its surface of which appear some 
strange designs. San Juan Ban 
tista has a fine theatre that we at- 
tended last night, (September 19th), 
where a •• Fatty" Arbuokle film 
was being shown and shot up the 
screen «nd seized the film, taking 
it into the streets and burning it. 

Now we are In Santiago de Cuba. 
It is a wonderful city, and is the 
seaport of Cuba. It is on a bay 
by a hill side, about 160 feet above 
the bay through the streets are bad- 
ly paved.

Oct. 10, 1921. 
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Monday, Ootober 17th, 1921, will 
ever be a memorable day iu the 
history of the Western Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf. On that 
date the Superintendent, Dr. Wm. 
N. Burt passed to the beyond. His 
death oast a gloom not only over 
the school he had eouduoted so 
successfully for thirty-two years, 
but also over the neighboring com- 
munities of Edgewood Park and 
Wilkiusburg. The flags of all 
public schools aud academies of 
these boroughs were displayed at 
half mast on Wednesday, the day of 
his funeral out of respect for one so 
well and favorably known in Educa- 
tional and business affairs. But it 
was at the Institution where the 
gloom prevailed most heavily. He 
was father to the ohilden and friend 
to all, so when it was announced 
that he was no more a hush quickly 
spread through the school, aud it 
was frequently whispered, " Can it 
be true." Alas, yes, it was too 
true. 

When it was fully realized that 
the beloved Superintendent had 
laid down his burdens for good, 
aud was at rest, a movement start- 
ed throughout tire school among 
pupils, teachers officers aud era 
plsyees to demonstrate their deepest 
affection aud keenest regard for the 
departed. 

Funeral services were held over 
the remains on Wednesday, October 
19th. A simple service of affection 
aud respect was held in the chapel 
at 9 o'clock for pupils and others 
connected with the school A great 
sheaf of flowers contributed by the 
pupils occupied a plaoe on the 
platform. The service consisted of 
scripture reading, prayer, hymns in 
signs iu concert, a short address and 
a benediction. S 

Iu the afternoon at 3 o'clock re- 
gular funeral services were held iu 
the Superintendents' appartmeuts. 
Many graduates andformer pupils of 
the school were present — Over one 
hundred, perhaps, had viewed the 
remains, which were quite natural 
in appearanoe ss they lay ou the 
bed seemingly asleep.
